TOMATOES IN GADEN AND FIELD.

Advice As to Soil, Time to Plant and
Training.

The land for tomatoes should be a

rich, retentive, sandy loam, but they
will do well on almost any land that
will grow corn, according to LeRoy Cady
of the univemity farm, St. "ruI. A

southern slope is best, as on such, the
fruit ripens better and the plant ma

tures quicker. The seed is usually sown

from March 1 to April 1. The plants
are transplanted to flats or pots, and

transplanted to the field as soon as dan

ger of frost is past in this latitude
about June. 1. They are usually from
three to five feet apart in the row. If
very large, it is well to set the plants
at an angle of 45 degrees, covering from
four to six inches of the stem. Thor

ough cultivation should be given.
Where it is desirable to occupy but

little space, they may be trained to

poultry netting or to stakes." Cut off

as many oi me laterals or snoots as
are not needed to eover the trellis or
stakes. Thus grown, they will reach a

height of fromm four to six feet, or even

more, during the season. This permits
the fruit to ripen more evenly, but prob-

ably not so much is produced a where

they are allowed to spread over the

ground. Where the plants are not sup-

ported by a trellis of this kind, it is
well to use a barre) hoop er other frame,
